Our country has duties resulting from her
primacy among the nations of the New World,
which we rejoioce to see her accept with alac-
rity and perform with heariiness, Having
first spanned the continent by a railroad
across the Isthmus of Darien, and then opened
a short out from Australia, Japan, and _Ghirm.
to Western Europe, by way of steamships on

cither ocean and a railroad from her Atlantic |

ports to San Francisco, she has recently made
a valuable though negative contribntion to
the sum of human knowledgs, by surveying
the narrowest isthmus of Central Amsrica at
several points, and establishing the imprao-
tioability of traversing it by a ship ocanal.
Thongh these surveys are not yet absolutely
completed, it is already morally certain that
no ship canal can there be made, for we
assume that no words need be wasted on the
notion that ocean steamers might be floated
acroas mountain ranges on water levels filled
and refilled by pumps propelled by steam or
wind. There are projeots which need but a
clear statement to secure their instant and
contemptuous rejeotion.

Yot the narrow middle of our continent
will yet be crossed by a ship canal, as the
isthmus which connects Asia with Africa has
just been. Whether that canal shall traverse

icaragus, Guatemala, or that portion of
Sonthern Mexico known as the Isthmas o
Tehuantepec, careful smrveys mustdetermine,
Formidable as the obstacles encountered on
the Nicaragua route are, we cannot regard
them as insurmountable; and we believe it
practioable to traverse Guatemala in like
manner. But the ninety millions of dollars
required to construct the Suez Canal and its
ports afford many excellent reasons for hesi-
tation and ingniry prior to a decision as to
the ronte to be preferred.

That an American company, under the
favor of our Government, has just obtained
8 liberal concession for a ship canal over the
Tehuantepec route, and that an American
surveying party, conveyed by a national ves-
sel, has gone down to make the first thorough
survey, are themes of national eongratula-
tion; for of all possible routes for a trans-
continental ship canal this is the one which
our country should prefer to find practicable,
It not only lies nearer to our frontier and the
bulk of our people, but it gives us communi-
cation with our kinsmen on the Pacific by a
much shorter route than any rival, Its morth-
ern terminus may be said to confront our
Atlantic seaboard, along which vesscls tra-
versing it must pass on their way Lo or from
Europe. Any ship canal across this conti-
nent must benefit us far more than any peo-
P]e of the Old World; but a ship canal across
Tehuantepec would be at least twice as ad-
vantageous to us as one construoted upon any
other route, We therefore hope and trust
that this route will be found eminently prac-
ticable, and that a few more years will suffice
to insure and perfect the construction of the
Tehuantepec ship Uanal,

DE CHRISTIAN-

“CAN THE WORLD
1ZED ?"
From the Deverly Weekly Visitor,

This question was debated some weeks ago
in the Hall of the Young Men's Christian
Association, and the many ideas expressed at
that time as to what ‘‘Christianized” might
mean, and also the opinion with some that
such a thing was possible, have induced us to
make the following remarks on the subject: —

As to what is ‘“‘Christinnized,” to our
mind, ought not to be a difficult question.
The etymology of the word requiresthat for
a community, country, or world to be ‘‘Chris-
tianized" a majority of the people at least
should profess and praotice the teachings of
the Christian religion. For example, we
would not call Beverly ““Republicanized” if a
majority of its eitizens were voting or acting
with an opposite political party. To be *‘Re-
publieanized" there ought to be at least one
majority acting with the organized Republi-
can party. Or for an island to be ‘*Ameri-
canized,’ it would be supposed that ideas and
customs peculiar to that part of America un-
derstood, should prevail among the people
of the island. Therefore, for a world, or
country, or island to be Ohristianized, a ma-
jority, no'matter how small, should profess to
practice the teachings of Christianity, as re-
quired by its founders. Any other inference
would be untenable, It is therefore evident
to us that the world cannot be Christianized,
from the following facts: —

First, The past experience of eighteen
hundred years is sagainst it. Christianity
was then first introduced inte the world by a
miracle, by one hundred and twenty inspired
men, on the day of the Jewish Pentecost.
The scene of that remarkable event is now
inhabited by a people worshipping Mahomet
as the greatest prophet ever sent by God to
man. The Christian religion spread in all
directions, through the zeal of the new
Church, and was for a time received every-
where—north, south, east, and west. The
teachinga of that holy religion are now dead
in all places where it was taught}in its begin-
ning. Towards the west of Europe a great
political power was made out of it, thus
slanghtering its prineiple by wholesale, and
for a thousand years the so-called Ohristianity
of Europe could not boast of purer morals
than Ohina or any other heathen country of
equal intellectual and social attainments.
And Christianity exists to-day in Europe, to
a considerable extent, only in name.

Passing over to America, the English came
and t:ngﬁt this religion to their children and
to the native savages of the soil. For a time
they were listened to and its precepts largely

ractised. To.day the Indians, as a olass,
Enow noething, even theoretically, of that reli-
gion, and the descendants of the teachers
almost nothiog of it practieally. But in place
of it, on the one hand, is treachery, rapine,
and murder, as & natlonal characteristio with
the red man; and on the o‘her supreme sel-
fishness, covetousness, pride, love of distinoe-
tion, and war are ruling elements among the
enlightened oitizens of the United Htates;
both conditions being equally at variance
with Christianity.

The Christian religion may be yet tanght
and received among people who are strangers
to it, as among the islunds of the sea; baut

with a irowth and prosperity, individual and !
B

national, it will die out, leaving only the
name to live behind it, 1800 years is sufi.
cient time,'if not to Qhristianize & world, at
least & nation or town, but no evidencs of
such thing now exists,

Becondly. We argue that the world cannot
be Christianized from the fact that the great
majority of men are opposed to its prinei-

les, It ia not natoral thew, and though
rn the excitement of & new theory or dostrine,
many for & time may embrace it, the strain
it imposes on men’s lives will ultimately give

way, and they will adopt sowmething easier in
their practices, thongh they may not repu.
dinte entirely ity truth in theory. To return
to our previons analogy, we conld hardly
oall & man “Republicanized” who ackoow-
redged that dootrine of politics good, and yet
voted and moved with its opponents. Man,
as a role, will nof soceptt the cardinal teach-
ings of the Christian religion; they will not
do unto others a8 they wounld be done by;
they will not forgive a man his trepasses as
fast s he wrongs them, but will defend their
rights, and nations as well as individuals
will war for the they will not when smit.-

| ten on one cheek turn the other, in principle;

they will not as a general thing in honor pre-
fer one to the other, bnt will as a rale seek
it for themselves; they will nof forgive their
enemy, nor practtse self-denial, or relingnish
any of their rights, but a spirit of insisting
on having one's own, for justios, not grace,
will always govern mankind in general.

Thirdly. We argue that the world or any
considerable portion of it cannot be Chris-
tianized, from the faot that that is not the
design of the Ohristian religion, The Church
is for a special purpose.” It is to gather out
from among the nations a people for His
pame, It is to form in this world a body of

eculinr people, zealons of good works. Tt
is to allow a few of the Gentiles (those who
are willing to deny themselves the things
which the world values), to share in the pro-
mises made to Abraham, when David's Son
ghall sit upon the throne of Israel, and be
King over all the earth, It was to be preached
in all nations (as has been done) as a witness
merely, of the probable fulfilment of the
promise made to the fathers, but that any
considerable number of mankind will be bap-
tised into this religion, is never onoce hinted
or contemplated im the plan. A kingdom
must of necessity have subjeots as well as
rulers, and the Kingdom of Chrift will not be
an exception.

And fourthly. The plain words of pro-
phecy contradict the theory of the world
being Christinaized. It seemssuperfluous to
refer the Bible reader to the teachings of
prophecy respecting the termination of the

resent Christian age. Back as far as Taniel
it is spoken of in such words as these, ‘**When
the transgressors have come to their full the
God of Heaven will set up a kingdom," eto.,
which cannot mean the world will be Chris.
tianized by the expression ‘‘when the trans-
gressors bave come to their full.”

So Jesus predioted that this age or dispen-
sation wounld close amid a time of trouble
and war among men guch as was never before
known; besides wonders in the heavens and
wonders in the earth, such as extraordinary
waves of the sea, earthqmakes in unlooked
for places, also great love of war among men,
and great spiritnal coldness in the Chureh,
which expressions are not, in onr opinion,
harmonious with a Ohristianized world. The
parables all teach the same thing. The
Church spreading as a tree, and fowls and
birds lodging in its branches. “‘Birds" alwags
in Scriptures are types of errors and of the
adversary; also the ‘‘leayven” pervading the
meal until the whole was leavened —‘‘leaven”
in overy instance being used as a symbol
of corruption; thus Paul exhorts the infant
church to purge out the leaven that had
made ils appearance among them even then;
also the ten virgins, representing the
condition of the Church at that time, when
half of them, even, are rejected from the
marrisge of the Lamb—all in utter variance
with the idea of the world being Christian-
ized. Indeed, it is doubful if that much can
then be said of the Church. St. John also,
when thrown forward in spiritinto the Lord's
day, records what he saw of what shall be
at that time. War, pestilence, and famine
desolating the civilized world; men so trou-
bled with the trlaguas of Satan that they seek
death, but it flies from them; God's ancient
geople suffering such persecution at the

ands of the Gentile governments as was
never before heard of; and on account of still
accumulating troubles it is eaid that those
who then die, in the Lord, are blessed, on ac-
count of the still greater woes to come npon
the earth, the great Anti-Christ, aided by
Satan, having extraordinary power over the
nations, all of which things are wholly in-
compatible with a Christianized world,

Therefore, we conclude that those Christ-
ians who are dreaming of the world ever
being Christianized, or that it is going in that
direotion, are indulging in a theory that has
no foundation in t experience, in the
design of the gospel, or in the teachings of
the Word of God, but is an opinion formed
in opposition to all evidence of every kind,

THE MOTLEY MUSS.

is plans. After the armies of the Rebel-
lion surrendered, CGrant was sent into the
late insurrectionary States to discover their
political condition, and his report was
characterized by Snmner in the Benate as
untrustworthy. The dispute with Andrew
Johnson, which involved the truthfulness
of Grant, is well remembered, and the final
eonfession of the latter that if his conduct
had been as charged it was dishonorable,
which confession was followed by over-
whelming proof of his own admission
that bis conduet had been as President John-
son alleged. His falling ont with Jim Figk,
once his boon eompanion, and friend in need
even to the extent, as is said, of giving a
check for Grant's subscription of one thou-
sand dollars te the fund for Mr. Rawlins, is
green in the memory of all.

As we said the other day, we regret that
the dirty linen of this last affair is to be un-
folded to the public gaze; but the President’s
man-of-all-work in the Senate, Mr, Morton,
moved the matter, donbtless on inastruction
from the White House, and we must all en-
dure the offensive sight and smell as best we
can. But, as it is to be, let there be thorough
work now, so that the badness may notapaeadily
come again. We snppose the President will
make 8 special m to the Benate, ac-
companying the doouments ealled for by the
Morton resolution, and we venture to suggest
a point or two on which he should be dis-
tinct a8 well as truthful, bearing in wmiad
that in such matters it ia dishonest to suppress
s malerial faot, although he be not inguired
thereof.

First. How did Motley some to be nomi-
nated to the Benate for Eagland? Who
fabricated the idea? Was it the outcoms of

Grant's brain? This is really a very import

ant inquiry, for it bears upon the qnestion of
Grant's fithess to make salections of rqbiic
ngents, If Bumner over-persuaded CGrant,
let us have the fact that-the lattar relied on
the assumed superior knowledge of tha for.

His life has been that of a litterateur, and his
oocupation that of a florid, sonorous pam-
phleteer, sxploiting the sensational inotdents
instend of unfolding the truth of Dutoh his-
mr{_ It is inconoeivable how a President
pecking for evidemce of Mr. Motley's
mental and moral  character could
have failed to study his ocorrespondence
with the Department of Slate ns Minister to
Vienna, and reading that, could not detect
the absence of the gualities needed in an
American Minister to the Court of 8t, James.
In one respect Motley and Grant are alike,
and that is in unbounded self-conceit. Mot.
ley was not an American, in the true sense of
the word. He had little orno association with
bis country befond that which birth gives,
His years of uanhood had chiefly been spent
in Europe. Iloknew next to nothing of our
affnirs, or of the methods of our people, ex-
cept what he got by reading. Mentally dis-
tracted abont slave labor, he had cowme to
lose all patience with and nearly all lova for
his country, and his interest in it only re-
turned when that domestio institulion, fas-
tened on us by Epgland, was uprooted. He
was a fair type of that class of men, now fast
coming to grief, who lost no opportunity of
proclaiming in the ears of those who knew
not tke facts that under the Lincoln regime a
new power, more énlightened, more truthful,
more gentleman-like, and altogether botler
cluss of men had taken the helm of publio
aflairs than were those Demoorats who had
managed the concerns of the United States
doring nearly three-fourths of its existence
as a nation, We repeat, it is important to
know who is primarily responsible, not offi-
cinlly but morally, for the nomination of snch
a man !

If Grant pleads wants of information as
to Motley's roal character up to the time of
his first interviews with the newly-made min-
ister, surely he must have detected what
manner of man he was during the confer-
ences which preceded the departnre for Lon-
don.

THE COINAGE LAWS,

Whaut is to be done with all this silver which
is coming to us in increasing quantities, and
by the short road, from Nev
And with the further supply which has just
commenced from the northern shore of
Lake Superior?

Part of it, no doubt, will be made into tsa-
gets, and forks and spoons, and all manner of
uselens utensils for bridal presents. Bat
everybody cannot afford to carry so much
dead stock in silver, with all the risks of
cheating and robbery. And a great many
wise people have learned that a little silver
will go & great way, and make as good a show,
when spread ont npon a nickel nllo{v.

We need, then, a larger use and a larger
market for silver. Must we then really wait
for specie payments, in full, before we can
huve silver change? Gold has warked down
to about ten per cent.; shall we wait another
year or two, till it arrives at par?

No doubt we could stand it that much
longer; but then another question comes up,
Why not put the silver coinage on such a safe
basia that it shall not be saddenly put away,
even if some bad news from Earope, or nesrer
home, should start a specnlation in gold and

ut it ap two or three per cent, or more ?
L‘nrtherumre, why not protect the silver from
that unevenpess in relative value between
silver and gold which the bullion market
constantly produces? It was that very flue-
tuation which set other countries upon the
igsue of silver, as a minor currency, at rates
higher than real market value, to prevent its
exportation or withdrawal, We did the same
thing by the act of 1853, Perhaps we went
far enough for those times.

But on the same principle we can as well
make onr half dollar to weigh a few graips
less than 192; provided that the law shall
limuit the amount to be issued, and make the
coin redeemesble in larger currency. In the
present and prospective slate of tha bullion
market, and its relation to our paper cnr-
rency, there is no necessily of reducing the
weight to the line indicaled in the recent
annual report of the Mint, which was based
upon a former condition of affairs, What the
new weight should be need not be here dis.
cussed. Dut if it is higher than 180 geains we
shall have to wait awhils longer. We could
not eall in the Yﬁ]wr fraotions aund put the
silver in their place, which is the great object
to be aimed at. That weight (180) makes a
peat decimal relation to the troy ounce; two
half dollars would weigh

of sn ecunce. If Freoch weights are to he

adopted, the most wanageable rate would be |

110 graws for the Lall dollar; 23 grams to
the dollar.

There never was a time when this beneficial
change wounld be so well brought sbout as the
present. The whole country, excepting only
on the Pacific coast, ia swept cleau of silver
change, The new coin wonld be most wal-
come, and the secumulating products of our
silver mines would be put to a good use.
The usual objeclion to a reduction in the
weight of coin is that the new issues, being
worth inirinsically less tham the old, soon
drive latter from ciroulation, This was the
